Dear Friends, 


After two years as your Rector, I have become convinced that our parish is like an 
untapped oil well. It is time to let the oil flow. Leadership needs to be expanded and an 
atmosphere of acceptance, encouragement, and enthusiasm needs to grow in our worship 
and other activities. 


There are some prerequisites for this atmosphere to grow. We have to know each other well 
enough to risk participating. It is quite intimidating for those who don’t know others to 
participate in the activity they would like to join. To overcome this difficulty in some way, 
those who feel part of the group must go out of their way to welcome others. I would ask 
everyone to wear their name tags on Sundays and if you don’t have one, please sign the list 
outside the office, put $3.00 in an envelope marked "Name Tags,” and leave it in the office 


Homecoming Sunday, September 10th, will be an opportunity for those of you not yet part 
of any activity beyond worship to hear about what is available. If your interests are not 
being met, speak to one of the wardens or call the church office. 


A final point is that by 1996, I would like to have in place the outline of a major project in 
ministry and mission for Christ Church to be achieved by the year 2000. There are two 
groups currently looking at aspects of our parish life. One is called “Renewal of Parish Life” 
and is a sub—committee of Vestry: the other “Focus 9:15." The latter is an ad 

hoc group making suggestions about what alternatives there may be as 

we celebrate the 9:15 am. service. Worship is the central act of our 
life together as a Christian community and in the Anglican 
Church it has developed into a time of giving of self, as 
well as receiving, a time of prayer and praise, a time of 
challenge as well as comfort, a time of meeting 

and greeting. The validity of our efforts comes 
not in being perfect but in our integrity 
and honesty as we yearn to sense the 
presence of Christ.

To Attend the NGO Forum 


From August 30 to September 8, thirty thousand women will gather in Beijing, China, for the 
fourth United Nations World Conference on Women. Our Dorothy Jones has started on her 
journey to attend with faith and our prayers. Eighteen Alberta women were selected as 
delegates and have been meeting since February preparing for the conference and its 
follow—up. 


We are proud that Dorothy will be representing the YWCA. 


Delegates intend to draft strategies to buttress the rights of women and girls around the 
world. They will exchange information and ideas, celebrate their work and achievements and 
explore women's vision and strategy for the world in the 21st century. 


Dorothy, who has had her own TV program on Channel 10, is particularly interested in 
sessions on the portrayal of women in the media, on economic disparities, and on the lack of 
women in decision making processes. 


Dorothy arranged a number of speaking engagements, after she returns, to share her 
information and experiences, including at least one here, at her home church.

Each one of us understands God through the filter 
of our own psychology. This inevitably and quite 
properly means that we will find some ways of 
thinking about or picturing God more helpful than 
others. Sometimes we will be so made that we can 
never ever think of God in some ways. For most of 
us however, we go through periods where one way 
seems more helpful than another. 


I believe we should give ourselves the freedom, a 
freedom which God has bestowed upon us, to relate 
to God in the way that we find helpful. There is 
ample scope within the Bible and the Christian 
tradition, images old and new, enough for all our 
needs. Sometimes we will want to focus on the 
Father, at other times the Son or the Holy Spirit. 
Sometimes we will need to relate to God as utterly 
other, the transcendent and holy one. At other times 
we will need to centre down, to know God as the 
centre of our centre, the soul of our soul. For most 
of the time we may be very happy to pray to God as 
Abba, Father. At the other times we will need to 
focus on God as divine wisdom, pictured in the Old 
Testament and Apocrypha as feminine, who orders 
all things well and enters our soul to make us friends 
of God. Sometimes a crucifix brings home to us the 
anguish of the world in which God shares. At other 
times it is unbearable to think of God only under 
that aspect. We may find an Icon of loving kindness, 
of Mary tenderly holding the Christ child and 
pointing to him, a wonderful way of letting the 
tender, maternal love of God touch and warm us. 
Orthodoxy sets limits, but within those limits there 
are riches enough for all our needs. 


EVERY MEMBER 
VISITATION 


Our Mission Statement is:

Earlier this year parishioners were asked to 
consider participating in the stewardship of our 
deficit reduction fund of $15,000 and before the 
year was half over donations amounted to much 


more than half the fund requirements! It appears to 
me that the stewardship of this fund will bea ~ 
success thanks to the many members who were able 
to take part in this ministry. 


In view of this success, it is hoped that members of 
the parish will accept another important stewardship 
ministry and that is to become involved in our 
budget process. The deficit referred to above 
accumulated over a period of three years in the 
ongoing effort to meet our Mission Statement. This 
occurred in spite of efforts to be as financially 
responsible as possible. At present, the costs of our 
various operations still exceeds our income, so the 
Vestry and Clergy of Christ Church have determined 
that every member should be visited and asked to 
help by looking at our Mission Statement, advising 
us on our budget and accepting the stewardship 
mission of pledging, as their situation allows, to 
offer greater financial help to meet our desired 
expenditures.
